ILL-HEALTH AS A CAUSE. 


Arriving in America as a Poor 
Boy He Becomes One of the 
Leading Business Men 
of the West. ©, 


Abram M. Rothschild, until recently head 
of the big State street store which bears his 
name, conimitted suicide by shooting him- 
self in the head with a revolver at his resi- 
dence, Michigan avenue and Thirty-seventh 
place, shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

The sound of the shot was heard by the 
members of the family, who were on the 
floor below, and they rushed upstairs, to find 
him dying. Dr. 8. C. De Veny, 2542 Indiana 
avenue, was summoned, but the wound was 
mortal. 

Mr. Rothechild’s act is attributed to an 
attack of temporary insanity brought on 
by acute insomnia, from which he had been 
a sufferer for a long time. Business affairs 
also, it is said, added to his mental de- 
pression. Recently he had retired from the 
business. It is said that his father-in-law, 
Nelson Morris, the principal owner, was dis- 
satisfied with his work and urged his re- 
tirement.

Appeared in Good Spirits. 

Persons who met Mr. Rothschild yesterday, 
within a few hours of his death, declared he 
seemed in excellent spirits, and had reported 
he had gained in health from a sojourn 
at Lake Minnetonka, whence he returned 
last Thursday. He had said he was getting 
his business affairs in shape for a long trip 
abroad, and during the last few weeks spoke 
of his hopes that in travel he would regain 
his health. 

Since he severed his connection with the 
firm of A. M. Rothschild & Co. Mr. Roths- 
child has made his headquarters in his old 
office on the sixth floor of the building. He 
_appeared at the store about 10:30 a. m. yes- 
terday. There he chatted for half an hour 
with C. E. Davis, who has succeeded him as 
president of the company, and later an- 
nounced that he was going home for lunch- 
eon. He left the store in company with his 
only son, Melville Nelson Rothschild. 


« Fired Fatal Shot. 

Father and son reached the residence about 
1 o'clock, and met Mrs. Rothschild on the 
first floor. Mr. Rothschif@gt onee went to his 

here he secured the revotver from a 
bureau drawer. Passing into the bathroom, 
he placed the weapon to his head and fired 
one shot. 

A servant who stood near Mrs. Rothschild 
was the first to run upstairs. He found his 
employer lying on the floor in an unconscious 
condition, with the revolver by his side. 
In his left hand was a cabinet photograph of 
his only child. The members of the family 
came running to the room, and they picked 
up the man and carried him to his bed, where 
he died in a short time. 

When word was telephoned to the store it 
caused much grief among the employés who 
had known Mr. Rothschild in a personal way 
during his connection with the big estab- 
lishment. 

Nelson Morris, who is the father of Mrs. 
Rothschild, learned of the suicide shortly 
‘after 2 o'clock, and was inexpressibly 


Late Business Associate Surprised. 

„The news that Mr. Rothschild had killed 
himself was the greatest surprise of my life,” 
said C. E. Davis. When he came in his 
old office this forenoon he appeared to be in 
excellent spirits. We chatted together for 
half an hour, and at no time did he drop 
any hint of a desire to end his life. 

“The only reason I can give for his act 
is temporary insanity, brought on by his 
old trouble, tnsomnia. In fact, I believe 
this was his reason for getting out of the 
company. His physical ailments brought 
him to a condition where he was unable to 
attend to business affairs. He severed his 
connection with the company on May 20, 
and afterwards sold his stock to his father- 
in-law. Nelson Morris. Six weeks ago he 
resigned as director in the National Bank 
of the Republic, and I understood he was 
getting his affairs in shape for a long trip 
abroad. 

„After this he went to French Lick, and 
then to Lake Minnetonka, where he spent 
five weeks, returning last Thursday.” 


Reports of Business Differences. 

The retirement of Mr. Rothschild from the 
company, after serving seven years as its 
head, was the cause for stories that he had 
come to serious differences with his father- 
in-law, who owned a large interest in the 
establishment. When Herman Lazarus, 
secretary and buyer, resigned last August, 
the criticism became centered on the presi- 
dent. 

Another thing which it is said caused Mr. 
Rothschild much trouble was the fire in the 
store on Sept. 10, 1901. with the fall of a big 
water tank from the roof to the bottom and 
the destruction of a part of the stock by 
water. The insurance companies refused 
to pay for the damage, and the firm brought 
suit against sixty-eight companies for an 
aggregate sum of $250,000. ä 

This started an investigation, and the un- 
derwriters made the statement that the acci- 
dent was caused by repairs being made to 
the building for which a permit had. not 
been taken out at the city building depart- 
ment. 

This is said to have widened the breach 
between Mr. Morris and Mr. Rothschild, and 
resulted in the retirement of the former. 


Was a Self-Made Man. 

Mr. Rothschild was one of Chicago's self- 
made business men. He was one of those 
who aided in building up the city from the 
ashes of the great fire of 1871. He came to 
America in 1856 a poor boy, and the bulk of 
his fortune was acquired in this city. He was 
born in Nordstetten, Germany, in 1858. On 
arriving in the United States he went to 
Davenport, Ia. where his brother, Emanuel, 
was conducting a retail clothing store. 

When the great fire swept Chicago the 
young men saw their opportunities and es- 
tablished a small clothing house in West 
Madison street, which was rapidly enlarged 
until 1895, when, with Nelson, Edward, and 
Ira Morris as silent partners, Mr. Rothschild 
opened the great establishment which still 
bears his name. ; 

In December, 1882, Mr. Rothschild married 
Miss Gusta Morris. One son was born to 
them. He was a member of the Washington 


Park and Standard clubs. 


GUESTS AT WALDORF-ASTORIA 
FRIGHTENED BY LIGHTNING. 


Bolts Are Fatal to Two Persons in the 
City—Boy Is Struck While Swim- 
ming—Thousands of Sparrows Die 


Turned Into Rivers and Children of 
the Tenements Go Ip Bathing fn 
Front of Their Homes. 


New York, July 28.—[Special.]—A storm 
such as has not visited this vicinity 
since the cloudburst of 1901 broke over New 
York at 6 o'clock this evening. It lasted 
just twenty-five minutes, according to 
the weather bureau, but in that limited 
space of time it caused the death of one man 
and a boy, demolished flagpoles, seriously 
damaged steeples and towers on churches 
and high buildings, tore up the sidewalks, 
flooded cellars and the underground work 
of the rapid transit system in several places, 
set off fire alarms, paralyzed traffic (both 
trolley and steam), blew Gown trees, and did 
various other damage to property and people. 

The rain fell in torrents, while the lightning 
flashed in every direction, accompanied by 
deafening peals of thunder. 


Boy Killed While Swimming. 

Bera Engel, thé 8 year old boy who lost his 
life, was apparentiy struck by lightning 
while swimming in the river. The steep 
of the Church of St. Paul the Apostie at 
Fifty-ninth street and Columbus avenue wae 
struck and a large cross knocked down. 
The lightning was so vivid and the thunder 
so loud there was a panic among the shop- 
pers and clerks in the retail dry goods dis- 
trict. 

At the WaMorf-Astoria, which was crow4- 
ed with guests and dining parties, there was 
a scare early in the storm, due to the strik- 
ing of the flagpole on the building. About 
four feet of the staff was broken by the force 
of the bolt and sent flying to the ground. 

A woman who with her baby took refuge 
from the rain under a culvert in the park 
was nearly drowned by the rapid rising of 
the water before she could be rescued, 


Birds Victims of the Elements. 

More than a thousand sparrows were killed 
by the storm at the corner of Hudson and 
Third streets, Hoboken. Two large shade 
trees in front of the Beachwood apartment 
house were struck by lightning shortly after 
the storm began, and a moment afterward 
the lawn in front of the house was a carpet 
of dead birds. — 

More than 5,000 commuters were flood» 
bound at the Barclay and Christopher street 
ferry houses, the approaches to which were 
covered by water a foot and a halfdeep. At 
the corner of Clinton and Ferry streets the 
water was so deep that children from the 
tenements went in swimming. 

Lightning struck the Ingram Dye works, 
in Long Island City, and set the building on 


Many Freaks of Lightning. 
Lightning caused an explosion of sewer gas 
in the hollow near the foot of West Ninety- 
sixth street, which tore up the ground for 100 
feet. The shock damaged the New York 
Central tracks, disturbing the sleepers, and 
throwing the rails out of gauge. 
The telep hang wires in public school No. 
166, at 188 West Eighty-ninth street, carried 
enough electricity at the height of the storm 
to set fire to the building. The janitor, who 
was alone in the building, turned in an alarm 
and the was put out with little damage, 

Water Broke the windows of the basement 
apartment of Willfam King at 383 Second 
avenue, and Mr. King and his family found 
themselves floundering in the water, with 
the table floating between them before they 
could get out. Countless cellars were flooded 
along the upper east side avenues, 


Three Killed by Lightning. 
Pittsburg, Pa., July 28.—A severe thunder 
and lightning storm, with heavy rain, vis- 
ited this section this evening, causing three 
deaths and much property damage. Mrs. 
Kate Walsh of Eureka street and two Ital- 
lans were struck by lightning. 

The two Italians were of a gang of ninety 
working at Unity. When the storm broke 
the men sought shelter under some trees 
‘nearby. Lightwing struck one of the big 
oaks and the two men were killed instantly. 
Throughout the city and suburbs the storm 
inflicted considerable damage. Twenty-five 
bulldings were struck by lightning. 


POLICEMEN OUT FOR DOGS: 
THREE OF THEM ARE BITTEN. 


Maywood ‘“‘Coppers” Return from Cru- 
sade Badly Disfigured, but They

Berwyn Citizens Decide to Honor Will- 
iam R. Clark for Stopping Runaway 
Which Threatened Lives of Children.

STRIKES AT BIG 
POLICE PENSIONS 


df Allowances Made on 
Account of Political 


Influences.

Favored Beneficiaries May Have 
Pay Reduced or Find Them- 
selves Cut Off 
Entirely. 


The first blow at the big police pensioners 
who have been draining the fund almost to 
bankruptcy was struck yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the pension board. 

Without a dissenting vote the trustees 
went on record as opposed to the granting 
of exorbitant pensions in the future, and 
adopted a resolution to review, revise, and 
inquire into the allowances which hereto- 
2 have been made because of “ political 
pu 

The revision of the disability pension list 
is expected to hit such beneficiaries as Luke 
P. Colleran, Daniel Duffy, and Charles G. 
Koch, as well as a host of others. Under 
the resolution of the board it will be possi- 
ble to reduce the allowances to the pension- 
ers in that class, and in some cases possibly 
cut them off the pension rolls entirely. 


May Cut Their Pensions.

The new policy when carried out will create 
havoc among the beneficiaries who have been 
enjoying large incomes from the fund in- 
tended for the support and maintenance of 
the aged and incapacitated policemen and 
the widows of members of the police force 
killed in the discharge of their duty. 


Beginning of New Regime. 

It is considered to be the beginning of a 
new régime in the administration of the 
pension law, and the protection of a fund 
which heretofore has been used indiscrim- 
inately to provide incomes for policemen dis- 
charged from the department for political 
activity, and even “neglect of duty.“ 

The new policy of the board will be along 
the lines laid down by City Attorney John E. 
Owens in his recent opinion on the pension 
law, as submitted to the trustees of the fund. 
It will result in the rejection of many of the 
claims for annuities now pending, as well as 
provide a way to rid the fund of the pension- 
ers who have caused the fund to become al- 
most insolvent. 4 


No More “Friendly Doctors.“ 


In order further to protect the fund from 
the raids of the politicians and dishonest 
pensioners Dr. William T. Belfield has been 
appointed official physician for the pension 
board. In the future all claims for a pen- 
sion on the grounds of disability must be 
passed on by Dr. Belfield. The requirement 
will prevent applicants from submitting af- 
fidavits of friendly doctors.” 

Pensions to widows of policemen of all 
rank who die in the service after being on 
the force between ten and twenty years, 
from natural causes, will in the future be al- 
lowed at the rate of $380 a month, with an 
additional allowance of $5 a month for each 
child under 16 years of age. Pensions now 
paid to widows in that class will be revised 
in accordance with that rule. 

The board ordered the clerk to classify the 
list of pensioners as follows: 

Men retired after twenty years of service. 

Widows of men dying in consequence of dis- 
charge of duty. 

Widows of men dying from natural causes after 
zen and before twenty. years of service.

Unusually Large Number of Undergrad-

Princeton, N. J., July 28.—[{Special. ]—Fol- 
lowing in the wake of recent academic sur- 
prises comes the news today in the final re- 
ports of Princeton's examinations held last 
May and June, that over half a hundred stu- 
dents have been dropped to lower classes.

PHONE GIRLS MAY STR 


EMPLOYES IN THE MAIN OFFICE 
THREATEN TO WALK OUT. 


Charge Management with Having Fa- 
vorites—Object to Frequent Shifts 
in Their Work—Say Ile Are com- 
pelled to Wear Black Without a 
Touch of Color, and Allege That 
President Sabin Requires Them to 
Don Head Bands and Chest Plates. 


The hello“ girls employed in the main 
office of the Chicago Telephone company at 
Washington and Franklin streets want to 
keep in style and strike. They have no 
grievance of wages or hours, but they do 
object to wearing plain black clothes, a 
metal breast plate and head band, and being 
— about to give positions for favor- 
tes. 

A delegation of their union called he 
officers of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
yesterday and asked permission to strike. 
President G. V. Lighthall heard their com- 
plaints. 

“Think of having to wear nothing but 
black all day long and have a big metal 
plate on your chest and a horrid metal band 
about your head.“ said the girls. Why, we 
can't even wear our hair done up. And the 
worst of it is they take the best placesaway 
from us and give them to girls the man- 
agement likes. We won't stand it and we 
are going to strike.“ 

President Lighthall advised against the 
move until he had time to find out how strong 
their union is and whether they could win. 
The girls postponed action until Thursday. 


Say Company Has Favorites. 


The girls are indignant at the favorites,“ 
as they call them, on the night force. These 
girls work from 4:30 until 9 p. m. They get 
$10 the first month, $15 the next three, and at 
the end of seven months are paid $25. 

The girls on the day shift are the ones 
complaining. They are all paid $40 for their 
work, and they object to being forced to take 
a $25 position, so that the company can use 
experts from the night shift in their places. 
This, they say, has been done so frequently 
of late that none is sure of her place. 

“I believe the company knows our union 
can beat it,” said one of the girle last night. 
“ Every one of the girls shifted to night 


hold of the spotter there's going to be 
trouble. We were never shifted about this 
way before, and we won't have it done now.“ 

In addition to the trouble of shifts comes 
that of dress. The girls claim they are al- 
lowed to wear only plain black, without even 
a touch of color. They claim, too, that since 
President John R. Sabin assumed control 
of the company he has forced them to wear 
a metal headgear, a product of the San Fran- 
cisco system, that hurts their ears and cuts 
their hair. Then there is a plate for the 
Chest, and they claim it wears out their 
dresses. 

The matter will come to a crisis on Thure- 
day, when the monthly assignment of girls 
to their respective shifts takes place. There 
are about 100 girls on the day work and fifty 
on the night work, and they claim to have 
all but a few in their union. 


Form Wage Scale for Barnmen, 

The Chicago City railway employés will 
send their executive committee to General 
Manager McCulloch this afternoon with a 
wage scale for the barnmen. Ata meeting 
of the committee last night the findings of 
the arbitration board were discussed, and 
it was decided to postpone acceptance of its 
report until all wage matters have been set- 
tled. Strike talk was indulged in by the rad- 
ical element, but the majority ruled other- 
wise. 

The wage scale to be submitted is as fol- 
lows: 

Shopmen who are now working eight hours a day 
for 25 cents an hour want a 12% per cent increase 
and time and a half for overtime. 

Motor and grip repairers, dopers, and mechanics, 
who are now getting $1.75 and $2.for ten hours’ 
work, want a 25 per cent increase. N 

Car pushers and general labo who are now 
getting $1.50, $1.75, and $2 for ten and thirteen 
hours’ work a day, want a 20 per cent increase. 

If Manager McCulloch refuses to give the 
increase the matter will be submitted to the 
arbitration board, and on its findings will 
hinge the possibility of a strike. 

The Union Traction employés will meet 
with President J. M. Roach and discuss their 
wage scale on Wednesday afternoon.

BOY CAUGHT BY ELEVATOR; 
SCORES SEE HN TORTURED. 


Police and Firemen Work an Hour to 
Rescue the Lad, but He Is So Badly 
Injured He Probably Will Die. 


Pinioned between a heavy freight elevator 
and a stone wall, Tolif Buckowski, 14 years 
old, required the services of a detail of police 
and firemen yesterday afternoon to rescue 
him from his perilous position. As it was, 
the boy was so badly injured that at the 
county hospital, where he was taken, it was 
said he probably would die. 

Stopping in front of Kohn Bros.’ clothing 
store, 208 Market street, where a freight | 
elevator running from the sidewalk to the 
basement was being used, the lad went down 
through the opening in the sidewalk to in- 
vestigate the machinery. .As he did so his 
foot touched a lever, and the heavy plat- 
form at once began to move slowly upward. 

Grabbing for the lever, the boy thrust his 
arm between the pulley ropes and the wall, 
and before he saw the danger his arm was 
caught and wedged by the siding of the ele- 
vator. The platform did not come to a 
standstill until the boy's entire shoulder had 
been drawn between the wall and the ele- 
vator. 

Scores of pedestrians witnessed the boy 
being tortured and heard his pitiful cries, 
but were powerless to help him. A fire alarm 
was turned in, and responded to by hook and 
ladder company 6. The firemen worked for 
an hour before the boy could be extricated.

INSANE WOMEN, 
STATE'S WARDS, 
ASYLUM'S PREY 


Two Helpless Patients in Kan- 
kakee Victims of a De- 
mented Inmate and a 
Paid Attendant. 


TRUSTEE ALSO ACCUSED, 


Iniquity Concealed by Officials 
Until Forced by Outside 
Pressure to Admit 
the Truth. 


After three months of attempt on the parf 
of the authorities to hush it up, the latest 
scandal in the Eastern Illinois Insane asylum 
at Kankakee now becomes public. It is a 
story the hideousness of which would pass 
belief were not its absolute truth proved be- 
yond question. 

The case is that of two insane patients 
who, in the time mentioned, have given birth 
to children. The father of one of the chil- 
dren is supposed to be an insane patient like 
the mother. That of the other is an employé 
of the institution paid by the state to guard 
her. 

The managers of the asylum acknowledge 
the truth of the charges. In defense of what 
they say “might look like carelessness” on 
their part, they declare the two mothers are, 
and were, sane. How it happens that sane 
persons are confined in the asylum they do 
not explain, further than to say there was 
no other place to send them. They are both 
still in the asylum. 

The children are separated from their 
mothers, but are being taken care of either 
by the heads of the asylum as individuals, 
or by money of the state. One is in an inati- 
tution in Chicago, and the other is reported 
to be kept at the asylum. Just where they 
are, however, the authorities refuse to say. 


Incidentally, there are told at Kankakee 
stories of a woman employé who became in- 
volved in a similar trouble through a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees, to whom she 
owed her position. While the insane patients 
are naturally blameless for what they did, 
and while there can be no reflection on them 
in making their names public, tt would be 
unfair to this third woman to identify her. 
To name the trustee is also impossible, as 
doing so would suggest her to people who 
know them both. It can be said, however, 
that a letter is extant and available in which 
she charges the trustee referred to with 
being responsible for her condition. 

Among other charges which some of the 
attendants claim they can prove, if ever 
given a chance by the state board of chari- 
ties, is that William W. Wagner, the super- 
visor of the attendants, has constantly 
broken all rules of the institution and has 
been guilty of introducing liquor in the wards 
and of carrying it on trains which took in- 
curable patients from Kankakee to Peorta. 

Wagner lives in nkakee county, and he 
and his friends are éredited with some polit- 
ical influence in a community which is Sen- 
ator Len Small's sole political asset. Small 
is, to all intents and purposes, the head and 
manager of the asylum. Dr. Corbus is the 
superintendent, but does or says nothing un- 
less Small first indorses it.

The stories told by the authorities at the 
asylum and the attendants who have a 
knowledge of the case differ widely. Dr. 
Corbus was asked why it was that, while a 
record of the birth of the child of Lena 
Dystra, or Dexter, had been made with the 
clerk of Kankakee county, as required by 
law, there was nothing to show concerning 
the birth of the Cannon child. He replied: 

“Tt must be a mistake. There was no in- 
tention to evade the law. There is nothing 
the asylum cares to conceal. We naturally 
avoided publicity, as it might look as if 
there had been carelessness here, and, fur- 
ther, we wanted to protect the women, but 
the duty of sending the record to the county 
clerk lay with the late chief of the medical 
staff, and he sometimes forgot things dur- 
ing the latter years of his service.“ 


Doctor's Dates Appear Mixed.

evidently had his dates mixed, as the doctor 
was declared insane in February, and the 
record referred to ought to have been made in 
May.

In his letter the doctor informed the 
mother of the happening and added: 

“For Lena’s sake I think it better that 
nothing be said about the matter. We will 
take care of the child.” . 

The answer of the mother 
writing of an apparently 
and simply said: .

Sister Told by Dr. Enos. 

In the case of the Cannon patient the 
doctor had written a letter to her sister, 
who lives in Chicago, telling her that in his 
opinion the woman was sane and ought to 
be taken out of the asylum.

How 
she happened to learn it was told by a man 
in Chicago conversant with the facts, in the 
following words:

_ Charges Against Head Attendant. 
The charges against Supervisor of Attend- 
ants Wagner are made by two ex-attendants 
named J. C. McKee and James H. Hill, both 
of whom bear a good name in the asylum. 
Hill is a graduate of the University of Mich- 
igan and studied law while in the institution, 
and McKee comes from Joliet, where he is 
well known. : 

The reason for their leaving was that they 
protested against having their trunks 
searched after some petty thieving had oc- 
curred in the hospital. Nothing was found 
that in any way connected them with the 
thefts, but Trustee Small declared that the 
protest they signed was a case of insubordi- 
nation and ordered the discharge of McKee. 
Hill already had resigned. 
Wagner is constantly disobeying the 
rules of the hospital,” sald McKee yester- 
day, speaking for both, but for some reason 
e is never disturbed. He has often, to our 
knowledge, taken whisky out of the infirm- 
ary and brought it into the wards at night 
and drank it there—sometimes too much for 
his own good. This bringing of whisky 
among watchmen charged with the care of 
insane patients is a more serious matter 
than some people may think, but we can 
prove, if the state board of charities will 
give us a chance, that Wagner has been 
guilty of it. 

“We can also prove that Wagner had 
charge of carioads of incurable patients 
taken from here to the asylum for the incur- 
able Insane at Peoria. Cases of beer were 
taken along in the same coach with these in- 
curable patients, many of them violent, and 
he and some of the other attendants drank it 
on the way to Peoria. 


Fire Force Is Neglected. 


. “Wagner also is head of the fire depart- 


ment on which the asylum must rely for pro- 
tection if a fire should break out in any of 
the buildings. He gets $10 a month extra 
for this. Nevertheless, he does not live on 
the grounds, but in a building outside, owned 


. by the state. The next man in authority in 


the fire department is Frank Walkley, a good 
man, but a cripple, and of no use in a sudden 
alarm of fire. So if a bad fire were to break 
out at night, with Wagner at his home, the 
entire charge of the fire department, on the 
proper handling of which 3,000 lives might 
depend, would be on ‘ Burt’ White, a mere 
boy who knows nothing about such work. 
Before Wagner came in William Martin, 
an experienced Chicago fireman, who did 
good service at the world’s fair, was in charge 
of the department and was ready to answer 


@ call at any hour. Supt. Dyer picked a 


quarrel with him, however, and he quit in 
disgust. Then Wagner was named, and has 
never even taken the trouble to live inside 
the grounds. These and more things we are 
ready to prove if the state board of charities 
cares to take up the case.”

„1 have never heard any charge against 
Wagner, said Dr. Corbus, “ except a vague 
one that he stole some potatoes. If it ld 
be proved, however, that he has allowed 
whisky in the wards I would dismiss him 
at once.” 

People around Kankakee, however, are un- 
gracious enough to say that Dr. Corbus is not 
able to dismiss or hire any one without the

LONDON, July 28.—Replying to a ques- 
tion in the house of commons Prime Minister 
Balfour said it would be impossible for the 
government to make a statement in regard to 
the shipping trust or to discuss its effects on 
British trade and shipping before the ad- 
journment of the house for the recess. He 
added that if an agreement had been entered 
into by the trust involving any financial 
arrangement it would necessarily be subject 
to the approval of parliament.

Canadian officials are not prepared to dis-

Dir Alfred L. Jones, president of the Liver-

GEN. CHAFFEE. 


Commander of American Troops in 
Province of Lingayan, Luzon, Is Se- 
verely Reprimanded for Ignoring 
President Roosevelt's Order That 
the Military Must Give the Most 
Complete Support to the Civil Gov- 
ernment. 


Washington. D. C., July 28.—[ Special. 
Maj. Gen. Chaffee’s reprimand of Capt. Fred- 
erick 8. Wild of the Thirteenth infantry is 
a severe rebuke to an officer in the Philippines 
who disregarded President Roosevelt’s or- 
ders that the military authority must give 
complete support to the civil government.

CING'S RECOVERY 18 SLOW 


LONDON BEGINS TO FEAR EDWARD 
‘MAY NOT BE CROWNED. 


Steadily Increasing Feeling of Uneasi- 
mess Regarding His Majesty’s Con- 
dition—One Report Declares Old 
Malady Is Returning—Another That 
the Wound of the Operation Is Not 
Healing—Queen Said to Be Aware of 
Fact Ceremony Must Be Postponed.

LONDON, July 29, 3 a. m.—So persistent 
are the reports that King Edward's corona- 
tion will be postponed a second time that 
coronation seats cannot be sold, even at re- 
duced prices. 

There is a steadily increasing feeling of un- 
easiness respecting the king’s condition. Out- 
wardly there is every indication that the cor- 
onation will occur a fortnight hence. The 
medical bulletins are favorable, the rehear- 
sals are in progress, proclamations have been 
posted, the processes of redecorating the ap- 
proaches to Westminster abbey have been 
resumed, and preparations are making for 
the naval review. Notwithsta ding all these 
signs of optimism, there art _ersistent re- 
ports that the coronation wih be deferred a 
second time. 

There are, unfortunately, strong reasons 
for believing that the queen, the prince of 
Wales, and.other members of the royal fam- 
ily are dreading the necessity for a second 
postponement, yet are not prepared to as- 
sume the responsibility of advising it, since 
they fear the mental effect upon the patient 
will be serious. 


Postponement Is Expected. 

It cannot be doubted that officials, both 
court and abbey, are expecting an abandon- 
ment of the ceremonial, and are wondering 
how the surgeons will justify their own con- 
duct in misleading the nation. Their appre- 
hensions may not be well founded, but it will 
not be a startling surprise for the public if a 
second postponement be announced in the 
course of the week. 

Various explanations of the king’s condi- 
tion are offered. One is that there are symp- 
toms of a recrudescence of his malady. An- 
other is that the wound is not healing prop- 
erly and that blood poisoning is feared. Still 
another is that the king’s physicians, hav- 
ing found it necessary to comply with the 
patient's wishes respectigg an early date for 
the coronation, are now forced to admit that 
they overrated his recuperative powers, yet 
are unwilling to disappoint him. 

The list of explanations involves the theory 
that the king will be crewned as a final re- 
source, but with greatly reduced ceremonial, 
adapted td the requirements of an invalid 
incapable of enduring any prolonged strain 
of fatigue or excitement. The king, accord- 
ing to this forecast, will not drive with the 
queen from the palace to the abbey, but will 
join her from the confessor’s chapel and 
only remain in sight during a few passages 
of the ceremonial. 

Whatever may be the truth respecting the 
king’s condition, his coronation is not ac- 
cepted as a foregone conclusion. The most 
hopeful thing about it is the fact that there 
is a general impression that it will not oc- 
cur, and consequently that the unexpected is 
likely to happen. 


Yerkes Talks of Plans. 


At the meeting of the preference propri- 
etors of the Metropolitan District railway 
Charles T. Yerkes announced that the under- 
ground electric railways company, for which 
he has subscribed a capital of $25,000,000, is 
willing to guarantee preference sharehold- 
ers 1 per cent the first year, 2 per cent the 
second, and thereafter 3 per cent in 
perpetuity, the underground company 
taking any surplus interest between 
these figures and 5 per cent, also 
having the right to vote the preference 
shares so guaranteed, conditional on three- 
fourths of the shareholders assenting to the 
arrangement within a specified time. The 
meeting appointed a committee to confer 
with the directors of the underground com- 


pany. 
Mostly British Capital. 

It transpires that only $10,000,000 out of 
$25,000,000 capital of Yerkes’ new ‘District 
road is held in America. Mr. Yerkes states 
that it is his.intention to give the British 
workman as much of the work as possible, 
and to buy all materials in England except 
the iron work, which would come from Ger- 


many.

RUSSIA BENT ON CONFERENCE. 


Official Organ of Minister Witte Takes 
Exceptions to Attitude of Powers 
Regarding It. |

Southern California Shaken 


by Series of Distinet and 


Severe Shocks. 


CHANGES A RIVER. BED. 


Water and Oil Pipes Twisted or 


What is regarded as the most se¥ere earth- 
quake ever felt in southern California caused 
much damage last night in northern Santa 
Barbara county. The shocks lasted for fif- 


teen minutes, and the district most affected | 


was from Lompoc to Santa Maria, The most 
curious result was the filling of a dry stream 
bed with water. 

The first shock was felt a few minutes 
past 11 o’clock, the vibrations continuing 
for several minutes. Shortly after there 
were fourteen distinct shocks, but none as 
severe as the first. Nearly fifteen minutes 
elapsed between the first and final shocks. i 


Oli and Water Lines Cut. 

In the Careaga oil fields large fissures 
were cut in the earth. Two tanks contain- 
ing 8;000 barrels of oil each were wrecked 
and oil flooded the section. 

Nearly all the surface pipe lines used for 
conveying oil and water several miles were 
twisted or so broken that renewal will be 
necessary. None of the wells over 2,000 
feet deep was affected. 

At Los Alamos adobe buildings were 
thrown to the ground, while in the business 
places windows were broken and goods on 
the shelves thrown to the floor. Lomoroc, 
several miles to the southwest, fared bad- 
ly. The city is practically without water 
supply, as the mains were broken and the 
water has been flooding low levels. 


Change in Santa Ynez River. 

The Santa Ynez river, which in the summer 
is a small stream but in winter a torrent, 
Was comparatively dry yesterday. Today 
water is rushing over the river bed as in a 
freshet. No one will attempt to explain this 
remarkable phenomenon, and the presence 
of such a large volume of water at this time 
is considered part compensation for the great 
damage. 

Over 100 years ago Franciscan fathers un- 
dertook to establish a mission at Lompoc. 
The large building was nearly completed 
after several years of hard work when an 
earthquake visited the district and utterly 
destroyed the edifice. Further attempts to 
build a structure at that point were aban- 
doned. 

From several of the sparsely settled dis- 
tricts reports are received in this city that 
the damage done last night Was great to 
buildings of every description. Only a slight 
shock was felt in Santa Barbara. 


Shock Felt at Yankton. 


Yankton, 8. D., July 28.—An earthquake 
shock was feit here at 12:45 o’clock this after- 
noon, lasting about twelve seconds. The 
shock was accompanied by the usual rum- 
bling noises and moved from northeast to 
southwest. 

Alarm in Lompoc Valley. 

Lompoc, Cal., July 28.—Lompoc valley ex- 
perienced a severe earthquake shock at 10:55 
last night. At that time a violent shock was 
felt, which lasted fully thirty seconds and 
Was so severe that dishes, clocks, house 
plants, etc., were thrown from shelves. The 
people ran from their houses, some fearing 
to return, as other lighter shocks continued 
for several hours afterward. Another heavy 
shock was felt at 5 a. m. and one at 11 a. m. 


_ Shock Felt in Nebraska. 
Omaha, Neb., July 28.—[Special.J—A dis- 


tinct earthquake was felt in the vicinity of 


Battle Creek, Neb., today. It lasted for 
about fifteen seconds and was felt slightly 
at Norfolk and the neighboring towns. The 
shock was a decided one at Battle Creek, and 
was strong enough to topple over bric-Aa-brac 
and dishes in the houses. No serious dam- 
age was reported. The earthquake was ac- 
companied by a long, low, rumbling noise 
that resembled thunder. 

The shock was felt in western Iowa and 
South Dakota. In this city the shake was 
barely discernible. 


Volcano Is Active. 

KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, July 28.—The 
Soufriere voleano has been in eruption twice 
since last Monday. A severe earthquake 
shock, accompanied by a tidal wave, affect- 
ed the northeast point of the island, washing 
a fire-swept estate. 

Many people, both of the wealthier classes 
and laborers, are leaving the island, fearing 
disaster. The government is still feeding 
6.000 persons. The settlement of refugees 
in huts or acquired lands in safe localities 
is progressing. 

The Panama cable repair ship Newington, 
which is engaged in work eighteen miles 
north of St. Vincent, reports that the depth 
of the sea there has increased to a mile and 
a quarter. Attempts to pick up the cable 
bave been futile, owing to unfavorable 
weather. 


NOTED FRENCH PAINTER DEAD. 


Jean Georges Vibert, Born in Paris in 


1840, Ends a Long Artistic 
~ Career 


PARIS, July 28.—Jean Georges Vibert, the 
painter and author, is dead. He was born 
in Paris Sept. 30, 1840. 

Vibert was a pupil of Picot, the historical 
painter, whose works were in vogue in the 
early part of last century, and of Barrias, 
whose classical works were noted for their 
severity of style. : 

Vibert took high rank as an aquarellist. 
Among his noteworthy paintings was The 
Christian Martyrs Among the Lions,” a work 
which has been so frequently reproduced that 
it is familiar in all parts of the world. He 
also painted “ Gulliver Among the Lillpu- 
tians,’’ almost equally well known, The 
Dead Sheep,” ‘“‘ Daphnis and Chloe,” “ The 
Fairy Tale, and The Comedy,. He was 
also a portrait painter of note in Paris. In 
wed 1 was made a chevalier of the legion 
of honor.

DRATH IN PRIMARY FIGHT. 


Several Other Men Stabbed or Other- 
wise Injured—Voting for Republic- 
an Congressional Candidates Is 
Marked by Three Hours of Violence 
at Camden, N. J—Beoth Sides Claim 
Victery—Lawless Element in Evi- 
dence at the Polls. 


Camden, N. J., July 28—({Special.}—The 
republican congreesionel primaries for the 
First district here were marked by at least 
one death, the shooting and probably fatal 
wounding of Joe , and many serious 
affrays, some of which mey result fatally. 
The polls were open for three hours, and 


the entire time was given over to fights and 


disputes.

known. 


One Man Shot in Heart. 

The most serious affray occurred at Third 
and Beckett streets in this city. Each side 
had a crowd at the polling place at that 
point and a general riot was started. When 
it was all over it was found that a man who 
was later identified as John Morrisey of 
Philadelphia, aged 35 years, had been shot 
through the heart by some unknown person, 
and a policeman not in uniform named 
Harry Miller had received two cuts on the 
head and a probably fatal stab wound tn the 
left lung. There were a number of other 
persons hurt in the fight, but not seriously so. 


Joe Goddard Wounded. 

“Joe” Goddard, the heavyweight pugilist 
of Philadelphia, was probably fatally shot 
while electioneering. in Pensauken town- 
ship, another man ‘was dangerously stabbed, 
and a fourth man received stab wounds at 
Dog Corner, near Merchantville. 

Goddard was at a voting place in Pensau- 
ken township when he was shot. He was 
with a number of men who were traveling 
from one polling place to another. The 
pugilist got into a quarrel with a colored 
constable named Robert Washington. [ft is 
alleged that Goddard assaulted the constable 
with a baseball bat, and the colored man, in 
self-defense, shot Goddard in the head. The 
constable surrendered himself to the police 
and the wounded prize fighter was brought 
to Cooper hospital, here, where the phy- 
sicians say he may die. 

Near the same polling place Constable 
Isaac Fowler, while in a fight, was stabbed 
twice. His wounds, though painful, are not 
considered serious. There was considerable 
trouble in Pensauken township and at Mer- 
chantville, and a number of persons were 


badly beaten. 
Had Long Career in Ring. 


Joe Goddard has had a long career in the 
ring. He was never a topnotcher, but a 
real bulldog in the ring species. He fought 
some of the bloodiest battles known to fistic 
history. Goddard met some good -men in 
his day, such as Choynski, Jack Ashton, Joe 
McAuliffe, Joe Butler, Peter Maher, Ed 
Smun, Tom Sharkey, Jim Jeffries, and 
others. 

He had made Philadelphia his home for 
some time, and was quite a figure in local 
sporting circles. His last essay in the realm 
of sport was in the walking match at Indus- 
trial hall last winter. Goddard was born 
Nov. 25, 1861, at Pyramid, N. S. W. 


Woman Saves Man from Death. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 28.—[Special. IW. 
W.. Dew, a local merchant. was saved from 
death today by Mrs, Frank Hood, who 
threw her arms around Reuben L. Cates 
just as he was preparing to shoot Dew. 

Cates is the democratic candidate for at- 
torney general, and Dew has opposed the 
democrats because he claims they have been 
guilty of many frauds in previous elections. 
Cates was angry because Dew had made 
affidavits to the effect that Cates, in the 
election of 1898, had forced the marker in 
the Sixth ward to mark certain ballots in 
such ways as to make them void. 

When the two men came together there 
was an exchange of words, then blows. 
Cates was endeavoring to draw his revolver 
and Dew was using a heavy stick. Finally 
Cates succeeded in drawing his weapon, 
when Mrs. Frank Hood stopped him.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH MESSENGERS 
FINALLY END STRIKE. 


Work for Three Hours and Suddenly 
Conelude to Demand Another Wage 
Increase—-Walkont Stops All Deliv- 
ery of Company's Mesrages Until 

_ Federation of Labor Threatens to 
Withdraw Ite Suppert — Western 
Unten Employes Reach Settlement. 


For three hours yesterday morning the 
telegraph companies had all of their mes- 
sengers at work, The strain of working 
proved too much for the boys, however, and 
atnoon the Postal Telegraph company’s mes- 
sengers quit. At 6 o'clock they were back at 
work, but dissatisfied and ready to strike 
again. 

The Western Union boys formally settled 
their strike early in the morning, when a 
meeting of the “ union” ratified the wage 
seale agreed upon the night before, They 
went back to work at 8 o'clock and the situa- 
tion seemed clear. Then came the unexpect- 
ed Postal revolt. The boys suddenly discov- 
ered that they wanted a dollar a day instead 
of the 75 cents offered them. 

The desire for the extra quarter, the fun 
"of being dle, and the chance to taunt, the 
Western Union boys soon brought on & walk- 
out thet stopped every messenger in the 
company’s employ. 

Union States Its Demands. 

V. Lighthall, president of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, had spoken to 
the Western Union boys in the morning and 
advised them to accept that. company’s 
terms. His pleas proved successful, and he 
agreed to make a similar attempt with the 

ostal boys. At 3 o’clock, in Koch's hall, 104 
— street, he had his opportunity. 
Two hundred of the boys gathered to hear 
him. The president of de union moved a 
blackboard to the front of the hall and wrote 
on it the demands of the boys in the follow-

Last 
Saturday they pounced upon Cunningham, 
who was living a lonely life at 55 South Mor- 
gan street. Sixty years of age, quiet, and 
unobtrusive, Cunningham had passed as an 
inventor, his machine shop being sacred from 
intrusion by the neighbors, although he fre- 
‘quently entertained some of the old men of 
the vicinity. When Capt. Porter arrested 
him he laughed and challenged the officer 
to find any evidence that he was a coun- 
terfeiter. Not deceived by the coolness of 
Cunningham, a search of the man's home was 
instituted.

Traveler Across Siberia Says Railroad 


Project Through Russia to Bering 


Seattle, Wash., July 28.—After traveling 
for six months across the bleak steppes of 
Siberia Harry De Windt, the explorer, ig | 
ready to report that a railroad practically 
connecting the eastern and western hemi- 
spheres is a feasible project. 

Mr. De Windt left Paris Dec. 16 last and 
arrived in Seattle by way of Bering straits, 
the Yukon, Dawson, and Skagway this af- 
ternoon on the steamer City of Topeka. He 
asserts that the overland journey was much 
more hazardous and difficult than he expect- 
ed, and that he would decline the trip again. 

De Windt left the Transsiberian railway 
at Irkutsk. From there a course almost di- 
rectly north was followed to the borders of 
the Arctic ocean. | 

Discussing the trip this evening, Mr. De 
Windt said regarding his personal experi- 
ences: 

“TI should say that the railway project is 
feasible, though no railway will follow the 
route which we took. It would go several 
hundred miles to the southwa d through 
a rich mineral country. Privately I received 
the information that the Russians are sur- 
veying such a line, but I am not at liberty 
to say exactly what course it will take. 

The only difficulty which is in the way is 
in transferring at Bering straits. The great 
distance makes a tunnel impracticable, and 
the mi les of ice floe, constantly moving, ren- 
der navigation almostimpossible. However,

SPALDING WILL BE FREED 
IF PAROLE LAW IS INVALID. 


Judge Dunne Says State’s Attorney 
Must Prove the Statute Sound Today 
or Habeas Corpus Writ Will Issue. 


Charles Warren Spalding, former presi- 
dent of the defunct Globe Savings bank 
and defaulting treasurer of the University 
of Illinois, probably will secure his release 
from the penitentiary on a writ of habeas 
corpus, 

Judge Dunne sent word to State’s Attorney 
Deneen yesterday that he believed a sec- 
tion of the parole law of 1800 unconstitution- 
al because it delegated unwarranted powers 
to the state board of pardons, and became 
thereby class legislation, and that unless 
that official submitted a brief by 10 o'clock 
this morning proving that the law, was con- 
stitutiona) he would issue the writ of habeas 
corpus in the Spalding case. 

Arguments will be heard on the writ, and, 

a result of the hearing, Judge Dunne 
will decide whether Spalding will remain a 
prisoner or be released. Judge Dunne's 
opinion was based on the last amendment 
filed to the petition for habeas corpus by 
W. G. Anderson, Spalding’s attorney. The 
original petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
was filed in the early part of June. 

Spalding went to the penitentiary in 
December, 1897. He was convicted when 
the parole law of 1895 was in effect. This 
law was repealed in 1897, and the law of 
1897 was again repealed in 1899, when the 
present parole legislation went into effect. 
The law of 1895 placed the parole power in 
the hands of a prison board. The board 
of pardons acquired jurisdiction over pris- 
oners, convicted under the law of 1895, as 
Spalding was, by the law of 1897. A pro- 
vision of section 509 of the statutes of 1890, 
which took the place of the law of 1897, gives 
the board of pardons powers which Judge 
Dunne thinks unconstitutional.

Shares Hammered Down Ten 


Hitch in Plans. 


DIRECTORS IN MEETING. 


Full Report on Beadjustment 
Scheme Is Promised by Pre- 
dominant Interests. 


New York, July 28.—[Special.]—Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific stock was knocked 
down ten points today. This decline was at- 
tended by a variety of sensational rumors. 
One series was to the effect that financial! 
credit had been so strained in Rock Island 
speculative quarters that through the mak- 
ing of some accidental slip there might come 
a Rock Island panic. . 

There was much rumor mongering over the. 
details of the proposed plan for readjust- 
ing Rock Island’s securities. People inimical 
to the Moore Bros. and to John W. Gates, 
who are supposed to. be most heavily inter- 
ested in Rock Island stock, were insistent on 
parading reminiscences of the Diamond 
match collapse, which a few years ago bank- 
rupted Chicago financiers by the wholesale. 
Diamond match methods, accdrding to the 
bear oracles, are revived in Rock Island 
financiering, with deplorable consequences 
threatening. 


Part of Loss Recovered. 


It was under the pressure of short selling 
that the decline of ten points was today 
forced. Over half of the loss was recovered 
before business. ended, the net change for 
the day being around 4 per cent. 2 

That some Rock Island insiders were dis- 
pleased, if not agitated, by the free and 
synical discussion of the company’s financia! 
plane was revealed in the giving out of finan- 
cial statements, not one of which divulged 
what will be the actual provisions of the plan 
that has been for months in preparation. 

Chiefly the official bulletins were to the 
effect that Rock Island was a far greater 
property than Wall street speculators could 
appreciate, and that it was earning large 
dividends on the volume of new securities to 
be issued. 

President Leeds says official announcement 
of the readjustment plan will be made before 
the end of the week. 3 


Directors Discuss Plans. 


President W. B. Leeds conferred with the 
members of the executive committee of the 
Rock Island board of. directors in his office 
in the Empire building in this city today 
with regard to the financial readjustment 
plan. 

D. G. Reid, one of the principal stockhold- 
ers, said that no unharmonious elements had 
entered into the Rock Island conferences so 
far as he knew. He was of the opinion that 
a readjustment plan would be adopted in 
line with the scheme outlined last Friday 
morning. Mr. Reid declined to talk about 
the slump in the stock exchange Value of 
the Rock Island securities. He intimated 
that speculative interests adverse to Rock 
Island were responsible. 


EASTERN PHONE METHODS 
_ APPROVED BY ALD. YOUNG. 


Investigates Systems in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, 
and Comes Home with Many Plans. 


Telephone competition and measured tele- 
phone service are favored by Ald. Linn H. 
Young as a result of his tour of investiga- 
tion to various eastern cities. 

Mr. Young is chairman of the special com- 
mittee on reduction of telephone rates, and 
returned to Chicago yesterday after visiting 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, and Balti- 
more in his official capacity. 

Competition in telephone business is de- 
sirable,’’ he said. ‘* That question has been 
answered in Boston and Philadelphia, and 
the man who denies it is misinformed. A 
measured telephone service is the only 
equitable system. By it a man pays for 
what he gets. 

Toll rates for near suburban towns are 
out of date. There should be no charge. 
Every telepuone wire should be under- 
ground. I shall favor these improvements 
as soon as our committee begins its ses- 
sions. 

In investigating telephones I went first 
to Baltimore. There are two companies 
there, the Bell and Maryland. When the 
competing Maryland company came intothe 
field in 1896 the Bell company had 1,600 sub- 
scribers and was charging $125 for business 
and $100 for residence telephones. The new 
company charged $48 and $36. Now each 
company has 7,000 patrons. The Bell com- 
pany did not lower unlimited service rates, 
but met competition by giving measured 
service. 

In New York the Bell company has 83,000 
subscribers, of whom only 1,200 take the un- 
limitedservice. Itis the only company there. 
Three years ago the New York legislature 
was besieged by complaints from seventy- 
seven commercial organizatiens protesting 
against exorbitant rates in New York City. 
Since the measured service was put in no 
complaints have been heard. 

“In Boston there are two companies, the 
Bell with 25,000 subscribers, and a new com- 
pany which has not yet secured 5,000 sub- 
scribers and consequently has to give them 
free service. 


ALD. KUNZ PROMISES TO 
GO BEFORE GRAND JURY. 
Asvures Attorney 
Barnes He Will Tell All He Knows 
About Hanreddy’s Charges. 


Ald. Stanley Kunz, through his attorney, 
Ald. William E. Dever, has promised Agsist- 
ant State's Attorney Barnes to go before 
the grand jury today and tell all he knows 
regarding Contractor Joseph Hanreddy and 
his charges of attempted bribery. 

Owing to the absence of State’s Attorney 
Deneen yesterday the expected investiga- 
tion of the Hanreddy affair was not taken up 
by the grand jury.

TARIFF REDUCTION INEVITABLE. 

If William McKinley were alive today he 
would view with unqualified satisfaction the 
growth of the sentiment in favor of a reduc- 
tion of the duties on many articles of Amer- 
ican production. The development of the 
sentiment has been gradual andsane. Dur- 
ing the last few months there has been a 
nota ble activity on the part of many repub- 
licans in the west looking to an immediate 
consideration of the question by the party in 
power in connection with the reciprocity leg- 
islation which was recommended to congress. 
by the late president and recalled to it by 
his successor. The democrats, after inef- 
fectually trying to raise the dead Philippine 
question, have decided to go before the coun- 
try on the issue of tariff reform. They are 
preparing to publish broadcast over the land 
the comparative prices of steel and other 
articles of export which are sold abroad for 
less than the market price at home. The 
voter will be asked to consider why he should 
pay more for steel at the point of production 
than the Englishman or the Egyptian, who 
might be expected to labor under the disad- 
vantage of having to pay the cost of thou- 
sands of miles of ocean freight. 

The voter will doubtless consider the mat- 
ter and the means by which he can hope to 
secure amendment of existihg conditions. 
If he votes to transfer the control of the 
house to the democrats a deadlock will ensue 
which cannot be broken in less than two 
years. The senate is republican beyond pos- 
sibility of change at the next and 
any bill which would be radical enough to 
secure a majority in a democratic house 
would be sure to fail in the senate. It is to 
the republican party that the voter must 
look for change. Of the men who fought 
reciprocity with Cuba some have failed of 
renomination and others, in a chastened spir- 
it, are traveling about among their constitu- 
ents protesting their willingness to recon- 
sider their position and to vote in the inter- 
ests of their people. Some may have so far 
discredited themselves that they will fail of 
reGiection, but these will be few at this time. 
The country does not intend to block the con- 
structive legislation which must come before 
the next congress by returning a majority 
hostile to the administration. 

The men whose votes will secure a reduc- 
tion in the tariff do not want an irrational 
and radical measure such as the democratic 
party as now constituted would give the 
country. They look for an equable and con- 
servative reduction of the schedules on ar- 
ticles which no longer need protection. 
They realize that a revolutionary change in 
the tariff would be destructive of prosperity 
on that account, but they will not be the less 
determined in their efforts to bring about a 

change. The manufacturers in the east are 
already setting up the plea that in order to 
enter into competition with European man- 
ufacturers in foreign countries they must 
have prices at home which will enable them 
to sell without profit abroad, but the Ameri- 
can consumer cannot see the logic of their 
position. 

Some republican politicians have so long 
been identified with the overprotected inter- 
ests and have looked to them for support 
for so long that they will side with the man- 
ufacturers against the consumers. Wither 
the politicians or the party will have to pay 
the price of their obstinacy. The reductions 
must come, but the country will prefer to 
get them at the hands of the republican 
party. In the middle western states some of 
the republican politicians have noticed the 
direction in which the wind is blowing. It 
is reported that in Iowa Gov. Cummins is 
going to take time by the forelock and fight 
for the incorporation of a plank calling for 
tariff revision in the state platform. Tun 
Tumunm hopes he will succeed. The party 
needs the influence of its young and progres- 
sive members. It will be hard for some of 
the older men to face tariff revision, and the 
sooner the agitation in its favor 8 with- 
in the party the less danger tha will be of 
failure or vexatious contro when the 
question comes up for solution.

IMMIGRANTS. 

There been a great revival of Scan- 
Ama vian immigration to the United Sta tes 
during the first six months of this year. 
Since 1880 the number of Danes, Sw 
and Norwegians annually landing on the 
shores of the United States has steadily de- 
creased. It is a pleasure to learn that im- 
migration from countries to which the Unit- 
ed States is indebted for so many good citi- 
nens is recommencing. | 

The immigrants of the last fow years 
have been mostly from southern and eastern 
Hurope, Many of them have been of ques- 
tionable value to the country, The Scan- 
dimavians, like the Fins, who have come in 
great numbers this year to escape Russian- 
ization at the hands of the Cazar’s govern- 
ment, are among the best immigrants to the 
United States. Hardy, law abiding, frugal, 
and industrious, they are easily assimilated 


by the original stock, to which they are re- 


lated by blood. Over 15,000 Scandinavians 
sailed from Copenhagen to America during 
the first three months of the year. The 
figures for the second three months are not 
available, but 8,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren are to sail from that port during the 
next few weeks to settle in the northwest. 
They will be a welcome offset. to the unde- 
sirable newcomers from other parts of Eu- 
rope. Whatever the cause of their com- 


‘ine +e it military conscription at home or 


prosperity in America, they are welcome 
to the United States. 


GIVE THE PRESIDENT THE FACTS. 

Messrs. Charles Francis Adams, Carl 
Schurz, Edwin Burritt Smith, Moorfield 
Story, and Herbert Welch have sent to 
President Roosevelt an open letter in which 
they thank him for his action in the case 
of Gen. Smith, but take issue with his re- 
marks as to the exceptional nature of in- 
stances of barbarous conduct in the Philip- 
pines.

In support of the charge of “ utter military 
demoralization” the estimable men who have 
unsolicited taken charge of the entire Philip- 
pine question submit assumptions but not 
evidence. One does not look for the pres- 
entation of evidence when charges are made 
by a tempestuous partisan like Senator 
Carmack. One does | for something 
more than the repetition of disproved state- 
ments or conclusions dra wu from inadequate 
facts in the case of men some of whom are 
excellent lawyers and others men cautious 
and conservative—except as regards this 
one question. The American people will 
no more accept as gospel the unsupported 
assertions of Mr. Charles Francis Adams 
and his associates that there was continu- 
ous cruelty in the Philippines than they 
will believe the loose statements of demo- 
cratic orators to the same effect. The aver- 
age American knows much more about the 
men who make up the American army than 
the gentlemen who address the president, 
and because of their better knowledge spurn 
the tales of general demoralization and de- 
generacy. 

The public is tolerably familiar with the 
one sided man, whose judgment is warped 
and whose mind is clouded by the idea which 
possesses him. To him his beliefs and con- 
vietions are evidence. The public will re- 
spect the opinions of Mr. Carnegie where 
business matters are concerned qr the opin- 
ions of Mr. Story as regards the construc- 
tion of statutes. It declines to accept their 
verdict in matters where they are biased and 
uninformed. 

The signers of the open letter say they 
are ready to direct the attention of the 
president to “ concrete cases.” They say 
“much we have reason to assert and stand 
ready to prove remains concealed.” Let 
them submit their “ concrete cases” and 
the evidence they believe they have col- 
lected. The president will see that what- 
ever of a tangible nature they submit re- 

ves due consideration. It is not his de- 
sire to conceal or palliate anything that has 
been done amiss. He will not oblige some 
cranky men by ordering an investigation 
into an utter demoralisation of the army 
which exists only in their heated imagina- 
tions. 


the fact that in 1880 the Rock Island road 
doubled its capitalization by a stock divi- 
dend of 100 per cent. It is proposed now 
nearly to treble the capitalization of that 
road through the machinery of a new com- 
pany, which is to issue for the $75,000,000 
of Rock Island stock bonds to the amount 
of $75,000,000 and $131,000,000 in pre- 
ferred and common stock. After the stéck 
expansion and speculation of 1880, says the 
Herald, came the stock market panic of 
1884. 

The railroad financing and stock specu- 
lation which have been going on of late 
may not be followed by a renewal of the un- 
pleasant experiences of 1884, but the pru- 
dent man, aware of the fact that history 
does often répeat itself in the world of 
speculation, will look with suspicion on 
projects which swell beyond all reason the 
volume of stocks and bonds of innumerable 
corporations. They will see therein signs 
of a coming day of wrath. No story of the 
“hidden assets” of a railroad or of good 
crops and a great volume df business will 
persuade the cool headed, unimaginative 
man that a trebling of the capitalization of 
the road is justifiable. ‘ 

The main object of the Rock Island scheme 
appears to be to enable the parties who con- 
trol it to do so with less money. The stock 
is selling at present at 200. It takes con- 
siderable capital to protect the control. If 
the amount of money locked up in retaining 
control can be reduced, a great point will 
be gained. Necessarily the increase in the 
volume of stock will be followed by a de- 
cline in price. The preferred stock may 
be quoted at 75 and the common at 40. lf 
the interests which control the road can 
sell some of their holdings at a high price 
and retain control without so much capital 
being tied up they will gain in two ways. 

A plan of this kind eannot be carried 
out to the entire satisfaction of the pro- 
moters without the codperation of the pub- 
lic. It must buy the new securities at fancy 
prices. The public is not so. ready to do 
that as it was two years ago. The market 
is becoming overloaded with stocks and 
bonds. Investors are not in a buying mood. 
Hence the authors of the Rock Island reor- 
ganization plan may not reap the profits 
they have looked for and the public not be 
so badly sold as would be the case if new 
watered stock were to command the price 
watered stock often did command in 1900 
and 1901. 


DEATH IN A WINEROOM.

THE POLE AND THE GERMAN. 

The German emperor has been asked by 
Polish noblemen to defer the visit he con- 
templated making to Posen month after 
next. He has refused to comply with their 
wishes. The unusual request grows out of 
the fact that Prussia has a province which, 
instead of being German, is Polish. The 
name of this province is Posen. The western 
boundary of it is about as far from Berlin as 
Milwaukee is from Chicago. Propinquity, 
therefore, makes it dangerous. Posen must 
be Germanized. Von Biilow’s plan of Ger- 
manization included the buying up of land 
for German colonists. It was hoped that 
the German leaven would reform, the Polish 
lump or that at any rate the German plums 
would make the surrounding Polish dough 
more palatable. The things that were 
hoped did not turn out to be the things that 
happened. The Germans did not Ger- 
manize the Poles. The Poles Polonized the 
Germans. ‘The children of the mixed mar- 
riages are said to speak the Polish language. 
Further, the land on which the government 
spent so much money is reverting to its 
original owners. The German colonists 
have begun to sell out. The Poles are buy- 
ing back their land at a lower figure than 
that at which they sold it. The joke is on 
the Germans. Posen is Polish and is de- 
termined to remain so. The attacks upon 
the Polish language serve only to endear 
it to the Polish people. That spirit of 
nationality which the third Napoleon used 
to regard as the “ Napoleonic idea” is 
strong among the Poles, who are obliged to 
submit to the sway of a Hohenzollern. 
That adherence to the status quo which the 
congress of Vienna ‘in 1815 tried to fasten 
upon Furope is burdensome to them and al- 
together hateful. 

It is curious, however, to observe the in- 
consistency with which the plea of common 
nationality is used. The Hungarians used 
to assert their nationality against the Ger- 
mans at the same time when they were 
rejecting the assertion of nationality on the 
part of their Slav subjects. The Poles 
themselves in Galicia, while their ex- 
lles were making the boulevards of Paris 
ring with the sacred cry of separate na- 
tional existence, granted no national exist- 
ence of even the most limited kind to the 
Ruthenians over whom providence had 
given them the mastery. The fact is that 
in Europe necessity and nationality are so 
much at outs that it is not principle but 
opportunism and utilitarianism which will 
carry the day. The “rights” of the few 
will have to be sacrificed to the inter- 
ests of the many. Meanwhile, however, 
the German who would like to have leisure 
in which to prepare articles and draw car- 
toons about Ireland and the Transvaal ‘is 
obliged to deny himself that pleasure in 
order to deal with a situation much nearer 
home. 

In dealing with that situation he is not 
likely to proceed in a sickly, nerveless way. 
Prussian methods savor of the forthright 
rather than of the circuitous. Even in out- 
lining policies the Prussian is startlingly 
direct. Count von Bülow was interviewed 
not long ago by a Figaro correspondent on 
the German settlers in Posen. The count 
was in no qnibbling mood. “If in this 
park,” said he, “I should place ten hares 
and five rabbits, next year I should have 
fifteen hares and 100 rabbits.” Of course, 
the analogy was not received every where 
with enthusiasm. It is clear, however, that 
the implacable Prussian is face to face 
with the stubborn Pole, and that there are 
likely to be many events and many develop- 
ments before the struggle reaches its end, 
REPAINT THE Bus. 

The Westward Ho Gelf club seems to be 
fully as wild and daring as its name might 
lead one to suspect. In consequence the 
Oak Park churches are lifting up holy hands 
over it and praying that it may be brought 
to a state of penitence and regeneration.

ITALIAN ANEMONE. 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s Tribune.“ 


The Italian anemone (Anemone coronaria), 
the subject of THE TRIBUND’s nature study 
today, resembles the blossom of the poppy 
to such an extent that it is frequently called 
poppy flower. It is a native of the Mediter- 
ranean region, and flourishes in the mead- 
ows of southern Europe. The blossoms, 
which are of many shades and mixtures of 
red, appear early in spring, lasting till June. 
They are large and showy, measuring from 
two to three inches across. The plant is 
about a foot in height and springs from 
tuberous roots. The dark green basal leaves 
are cut into many fine lobes and lobules, 
while those of the stem form an involucre 
near to, or remote from, the flower. The 
many stamens are shorter than the sepals, 
the carpels are numerous, and the fruit is a 
one seeded akene. 

It is the original of the showy double or 
semi-double great flowered garden ane- 
mones, which, though red in the wild state, 
take on every variety of color under culti- 
vation. They are hardy perennials, natives 
of the northern hemisphere and mountainous 
regions. The stem is usually erect, with 
much variety in height. The plants thrive 
in fresh, rich, sandy loam, well drained, but 
most species do well in any garden soil. 

This anemone A*. repay one for the little 
indoor care which It requires for producing 
winter blossoms. The same care should be 
expended on it as on tulips and hyacinths. 
Tubers placed in pots during Septembér and 
October will bring forth a beautiful show of 
bloom in January and March. Before the 
growth is well started be careful to keep the 
bulbs cool and not too wet, but at flowering 
time they need a generous supply of water. 
Anemones can be propagated by root, divi- 
sion, and seed. They will blossom at any 
time desired, being influenced by the time 


they are kept out of the ground. The soil 


around them should not be much disturbed. 

The crowfoot family, to which the ane- 
mone belongs, ig of the natural order Ranun- 
culacee, which comprises about eighty spe- 
cies of widely distributed herbaceous peren- 
nials. The geographical range of this order 
is unusually extensive, it being so abundant 
in all parts of the world that an order can 
scarcely be named more universally and 
equally dispersed. Most of the plants of this 
group are objects of interest with gardeners, 
containing as it does many of the most 
showy tribes of hardy plants as well 
as the lowly anemone of the moist wood- 
land and deep ravine. It is a remarkable 
fact that the acrid and poisonous properties 
of these plants are nearly as powerful as 
their beauty is great. They are all 


cattle. 


The anemone or windflower was fancifully 
so named by the Greeks either because of 
Its growing in windy places or because ot its 
blossoming at the windy season. It ie said to 
be the emblem of frailty and anticipation. :

Shepherd died in London, during a long 
engagement in the English capital, several 
years ago.

WORRY OVER OATS RULES 


TRADERS AND SHIPPERS COM- 
PLAIN ABOUT INSPECTION. , 
Difference Between Restrictions of 
Board of Trade and Ratlroad and 
Tangled Situation in Market—Re- 
quirements for Staudard Grade 
Made More Strict by Change in Lan- 
guage. 


Who is to blame for the difference between 
the rules of the board of trade and those of 
the state railroad and warehouse commis- 
sion, which govern the inspection of oats, is 
A question which is agitating the focal grain 
trade as well as shippers throughout the 
country. 

With the price of standard oats for delivery 
this month manipulated to an unusually high 
figure there has been a strong effort on the 


part of grain dealers throughout the state to~ 


dump their cash holdings at fancy prices. On 
learning that only a smal) portion of the oats 
were grading contract country shippers as 
well as local cash people have been making 
vigorous complaints against the inspection 
department. These complaints have grown 
more strenuous with the approach of the 
end of the month. Inquiries at the Inspec- 
tion departments, members say, have been 
met with the reply that wet weather had kept 
the oats from grading. 

It now develops, however, that the rules of 
the warehouse commission relating to the in- 
spection of oats make the requirements for 
the standard grade more strict than those 
of the board, and this, members assert, is the 
cause of all the present trouble. 

The difference between the two sets of 
rules, which is pointed out as being responsi- 
ble for the complications now existing, is that 
in those of the warehouse commission the 
words standard oats”’ appear in the rule 
relating to No. 3 white oats, instead of No. 2 
white, as in the board’s rules. 

Traders yesterday were unable to say how 
the substitution came to be made. It was 
only discovered a few days ago, but in the 
meantime many have sold oats for this 
month’s delivery, thinking that they could 
deliver No. 8 white oats on such contracts, 
providing they weighed twenty-eight pounds 
to the bushel, the only restriction apparently 
which appears in the board’s rules. 

Those who made such sales declare now 
they are entitled to deliver their oats on 
July contracts, under the rules of the board of 
trade, providing the grain meets the require- 
ments specified in the exchange rules. 

This question, it is said, will.be brought up 
before the directors this afternoon, in the 
hope that the present tangled state of affairs 
can be straightened out. 42 trade now is all 
at sea. 

A report was also in circulation after the 
close that the directors would be called upon 
to discuss a marginal price for oats. 

Standard oats for July took another tumble 
yesterday, as the result of big receipts and 
lack of speculative support. The price sold 
from 61 cents at the opening off to 56 cents, 
back to 58 cents at the close. The break 
caused traders generally to incline to the be- 
lief that the deal was practically over, still 
no one was overcertain on that score. 


GREENBERG AGAIN IN COURT. 


Woman Testifies That She Took the 
Notorious Writ Server for a 
Burglar. 


The gun so often carried by Constable 
Louis Greenberg: on, his raids gained more 
prominence for the writ server yesterday.
